BARNUM BLAKE, 


An Old Settler Gone to Rest—The 
Process of Cremation Invoked. 
Barnum Blake, who has resided in 

this city since 1876, died last Saturday 

at 1:10 o’clock. He was a man of con- 
siderable means, and was among the 
first to see the wants of Los Angeles. 

About four years ago he constructed 

the Bellevue Terrace, of 140 rooms, 

and other smaller houses containing 
from seven to twenty rooms. He was 
born in Franklin, Mass., in 1818, and 
up to the age of 18 years he worked on 
his fauber’s farm. After this he fol- 
lowed the business of a commission 
merchant until he obtained his ma- 
jority, when he married one of the 

lles of his native town. He then 
moved to Albany, N. X., and entered 
the I usiness, with branch 
houses at St uis and Cincinnati. In 

1840 he and Leland Stanford decided 

to go west. They traveled through 

Chicago, which was then a small trad- 

ing post, and located in Port Washing- 

ton, a town which was the center 
of a large wheat-producing coun- 
try, and located about twenty- 
five miles north of Milwaukee. 

Ie had constructed elevators and ves- 

sels with which to handle and carry 

the wheat to Buffalo. Here he lost his 
first wife and married a second time. 

He accumulated a large fortune dur- 
ing the war, and in 1869 moved to 
Chicago, In 1871 he lost heavily by 
the fire of Chicago. He moved to this 
city in 1876, and has lived here happily 
with his family ever since. 

His hobby was cremation, and his 
expressed wish was that when he died 
he should be cremated. 

IIis son, J. Fred Blake, has carried 
out his wishes, and his ashes will prob- 


ably be sent back east and placed in

The closing chapter in the disagree- 
able Garrett case began againin Judge 
Cheney’s court yesterday morning, the 
dramatis persone being all present. 
Capt. F. M. Garrett, the defendant, 
charged with incest, dragged wearily 
into the courtroom, his side-whiskers 
grayer than ever, and his brazen stare 
more brassy than ever. His daughter, 
her mother, Josie Corbett, Nettie 
Keyes, Mrs. Watson and other wit- 
nesses in the case made up as remark- 
able a picture as ever witnessed ina 
courtroom, and all came in for a steady 
glance from Capt. Garrett and his eye- 
glasses. 

Strange to say, the counsel for de- 
feuse made no more efforts for oy 
although there was a delay, owing to 
the nen-arrival of some: of the wit- 
nesses for the defense, Mr. Williams 
declining to announce himself ready 
until they came.

POLICE BUSINESS. 


Officer Church Resigns and Officer 
Howes Displaced. 

Mr. Dexter was the only member of 
the Board of Police Commissioners on 
hand at the Mayor’s office at the hour 
for the meeting of the board yesterday. 
afternoon, and he was followed a few 
minutes later by Mr. Lewis, accom- 
panied by Chief Glass. Mayor Hazard 
came in at 2:15 o’clock, and Mr. Knox 
brought up the rear, thus completing 
the full board, with the exception of 
Mr. Collins, and without waiting for 
the absent member the meeting was 
called to order and the proceedings 
commenced. 

The reading of the minutes was dis- 
pensed with, when the Chief’s report 
for the month of November was pre- 
sented. 

The Chief reported collections on 
delinquent licenses of $33; returned 
uncollected, $29. The Chief also re- 
ported in favor of having the cooking 
done in the prison, thus getting better 
food for the prisoners at less prices, 
which latter recommendation was ro- 
ferred to a special committee, consist- 
ing of Messrs. Knox and Lewis. 

iho resignation of Officer Church 
was presented and accepted, after 
which Mr. Knox brought up the case 
of Officer Homes, who was suspended 
from duty on account of sickness, and, 
as he had been informed that Homes 
was unable to fulfill the duties, he 
moved that Homes be permanently re- 
moved on the ground of physical dis- 
ability. 

The matter was discussed at some 
length, and on the statement of the 
Chief that he did not think that Homes 
would ever be fit for his regular duty, 
he was removed. 

On motion of Mr. Knox, ex-Officer 
P. I. Offecei, who was removed when 
the Council refused to pay the bill for 
his services as a special officer, was 
9 — to fill the vacancy caused by 
Church’s resignation. 

At this point Mr. Knox was excused, 
when the report of Officers Moff and 
Gridley on the saloon of Henry Gerke, 
No. 630 East First street, was pre- 
sented.

Cardrooms back of cigar-stands are 
again flourishing in this city, and boys 
ranging from 14 to 18 years of age are 
galloping to destruction through them 
as rapidly as possible. “here are 
about a dozen little cigar-stands dt 
various points in the city where young 
boys are to be found at all hours of 
the night or day playing cards or 
shaking dice for small sums of money. 
The cigar-stand proper is closed up 
early in the evening, but the little 
back room is, kept open all night if 
there are boys enough present to get 
up a game. Many of these boys live 
at home, and their parents must cer- 
tainly know that their offspring re- 
main out until all hours of the night. 
There is no law against gambling un- 
less itis a percentage game, but the 
men who run these dens of sin ought 
to be reached in some way, and it 
might be advisable for the Grand Jury 
to look into the matter before it ad- 
journs.

EMBRACERY. 


T. J. CUDDY CONVICTED IN THE 
UNITED STATES COURT, 


After a Comparatively Brief Trial 
The Same Offense for Which He 
Passed Six Months in Jail for 
Contempt of Court. 


The unfortunate conversation that 
T. J. Cuddy, ex-Chief of Police, had 
February 11th last with United States 
Juror Robert McGarvin concerning 
his friend, W. More Young of Fresno, 
has again brought trouble in its train. 
When that conversation took place 
Mr. Cuddy was a prominent Demo- 
cratic politician, and it was right ac 
the outset of the municipal campaign 
of last spring. W. More Young was 
about to be tried in the United States 
Court for violating the revenue laws. 
When the case was called Juror Rob- 
ert MeGarvin, a real-estate man ol 
this city, in testifying as to his quali- 
fications to serve on the jury, threw a 
bombshell in the courtroom by stating 
that T. J. Cuddy had called on him in 
his office on the day before and at- 
tempted to influence his action in the 
case. Mr.Cuddy was cited by Judge Ross 
to appear before bim and show cause 
why be should not be punished for con- 
tempt. His counsel made strenuous ef- 
forts to clear him, but after bearing the 
evidence, Judge Ross sentenced him to 
six months in the County Jail, which 
term he served. Attempts to secure 
Cuddy’s release on writs of habeas 
corpus were unavailing. His counsel 
even took the matter tothe United 
States Supreme Court, which refused 
to interfere. 

In the mean time, the United States 
Grand Jury returned two indictments 
against Cuddy, one for embracery, the 
other for perjury. Ile was tried yes- 
terday under the embracery charge, 
that being for unlawfully attempting 
to influence a juror in a case before the 
United States Court. 

The trial was a short one. At 11 
o’clock the * a jury be- 
gan, and was effected before 12 o'clock, 
there being but three peremptory chal- 
lenges on each side. The jury impan- 
eled was as follows: Charles A. Bas- 
kerville, George H. Bixby, Henry K. 
W. Bent, Wiilham 11. Barnard, Na- 
thaniel C. Carter, George T. Vail,

E. H. Owen, Clerk of the United 
States District Court, being sworn 
produced the records of the court an 
read that portion of the minutes of 
December 20, 1888, showing that

The defense objected to the introduc- 
tion of the testimony, but the objection 
was overruled.

forenoon. He came into my office and 
suid he wished tospeak tome. He said 
a friend of his—a particular friend of his 
—would be in the city in a few days on 
some matters, and that his name was 
W. M. Young of Fresuo. As he turned 
to go away, when he was a step or two 
from me, he said: “IIe ought to go 
tree.“ That was all the conversation. 
I got up from my desk as he came in. 
Ile put his hand on my shoulder and 
addressed me in alow tone of voice. 
My desk wasin the front room, and 
the conversation was in the second 
room. He had stepped into the front 
room as he made the second remark. 

On cross-examiuation the witness 
said he did not know whether Mr. 
Cuddy knew that he had been drawn 
in this case or not. 

A recess was then taken until 1:30 
o’clock, and at that hourthe trial was 
resumed. 

D. C. MeGarvin being sworn, testi- 
fied that he was in his father’s office 
when Mr. Cuddy came in and saw him 
at that time. He came into the rear 
office, the witness being in the front 
office. Cuddy came in through the 
rear office, and, taking his father into a 
corner, engaged him in conversation. 
The witness heard nothing that was 
said, but saw Cuddy place his hand on 
his father’s shoulder. There was no 
cross-exawination of the witness. 

Edward Rives,sworn: My name is 
Edward Rives. [Lama druggist, and 
was employed last February at A. E. 
Dilliboy’s. I know Mr. Cuddy. I 
don’t remember the date I saw him, 
but it was about February 11. in our 
store. I had a conversation with him 
about Mr. Fickett. 

Mr. Brown objected tothe question, 
and Mr. Hutton said that he proposed 
to show that Mr. Cuddy was going 
around hunting up the term trial 
jurors in the Young case. 

Mr. Brown argued that his client is 
on trial on a charge of trying to in- 
fluence Robert McGarvin, and no 
others.
